Rel'es, of Lost Race in 
Dutch East Indies. 


Descriptions of an ancient race 
who used tobacon about the 
beginning «af the Christian 
era were given to the British 
Association by Dr. A. C. Kruyt, 
a Dutchman, who home 
on “furlough from the island 
of Celebes, in the Dutch 
East Indies, for the first time in 
16 years.

An English amateur astrono- 
mer residing in Athens astonish- 
ed the world’s astronomers last 
February by announcing that the 
star Beta. in the constellation of 
Cetus, had suddenly briehtened 
from less than second magnitude 
to above first magnitude, or an 
actual increase in brilliance of at 
least fifteenfold.

ARCTIC MOSQUITOES. 


The search for gold in Labras 
dor has turned wus a complete 
failure. Apparently the only 
discovery of note was the 
wholly unexpected plague of 
mosquitoes.” On the fact of it 
this looks absurd. for we are 
taught to associate these vicious 
pets with tropical countries, but 


amongst the great mysteries Of 
the Arctic regions, as testified by 
Lieutenant Hooper.

Whilst saying xo much, we are 
quite prepared to believe that the 
Macao Government is honestly 
endeavouring to observe the 
terms of the Convention, and we 
will add that seme of the cir 
cumstances we have cited are 
just as much beyond its control 
as they ate outside the power of 
the Hongkong authorities to 
remedy. We have, however, 
heard it put forward ‘that the 
quantity of opium imported into 
Macao is, in comparison with the 
populations of the two Colonies, 
more than is actually necessary 
for the needs of the port. If that 
be the case, ‘then this would 
appear to be sufficient to account 
for exportation of the drug to 
limits beyond Macao itself. 


Reparations. 


It seems’to have been decided 
definitely to give a commission of 
experts anothor chance to tackle 
the reparations problem. They 
are to be a substitute for the 
international commission propes- 
ed by Mr. Hughes, the idea of 
which was recently revived by 
Marquess Curzon, and was sup 
ported hy General Smuts. NM. 
Poineare has declared that France 
will only accept the ruling of the 
experts, who must be under the 
control of the existing Repara- 
tions Commission, and presam- 
ably he is to have his way. We 
note with satisfaction the possible 
participation. by America. and 
we trust that something more 
than mere recommendations will 
result. It is significant that the 
French Government has, by 
agreement to the holding of this 
new enquiry, admitted that the 
whole question of satisfaction for 
war damage, and Germany's 
capacity to pay, needs further 
examination, That is one =tep 
in the right direction, and 
ito only requires 
unanimity at the forthcoming 
conference toensure & settlement 
of many outstanding: problems.
